said corporation shall not commence business
until one-hal- f of said capital shall have been
subscribed and paid in.

Section 4. The corporate powers of the cor-
poration shall be exercised bv a board of direc
tors, and the persons above named as corpora-
tors, and their associates, shall elect niue ot
their number to serve as directors for one year,
or untu others are elected.

Section 6. All elections for directors shall be
by ballot, and every stockholder shall be enti
tled to one vote for each share of stock held by
